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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL 

His  Excellency 

Governor  J.  Melville  Broughton 

Raleigh,  North  Carolina 

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  superintendent's 
report  of  operations  of  the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium,  the  West- 
ern North  Carolina  Sanatorium,  and  the  Eastern  North  Carolina 
Sanatorium  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  for  the  biennium 
closing  June  30,  1944. 

I  am  happy  to  call  attention  to  the  further  reduction  in  the 
death  rate  from  tuberculosis  in  North  Carolina  during  the  past 
biennium.  In  1941  the  mortality  rate  was  49  and  in  1943  it  was 
40.1  per  100,000.  However,  we  must  face  the  historical  fact  that 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  increase  during,  and  immediately  fol- 
lowing, war.  This  will  require  additional  facilities  if  we  are 
to  meet  the  added  demands. 

I  am  happy  to  report  an  increase  in  the  number  of  beds  for 
tuberculosis  in  the  county  sanatoriums  and  it  is  hoped  that  as 
soon  as  conditions  permit,  other  counties  in  the  state  will  build 
county  sanatoriums  and  thus  help  to  bring  the  number  of  beds 
available  for  tuberculosis  patients  in  the  state  up  to  the  standard 
minimum  of  two  beds  per  death.  It  is  hoped  that  the  work  of 
tuberculosis  control  in  North  Carolina  will  receive  aid  from  the 
United  States  Public  Health  Service  under  the  provision  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Control  Bill  recently  passed  by  the  United  States 
Congress. 

The  Eastern  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  received  its  first 
patients  on  January  15,  1943  and  was  quickly  filled.  Unfortu- 
nately, we  now  have  a  waiting  list  at  all  three  of  the  sanatoria 
and  it  is  urged  that  the  legislature  make  provision  for  increasing 
the  capacity  of  the  Eastern  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  to  440 
beds. 

Because  of  the  demands  of  the  armed  services  and  low  scale 
of  salaries  provided,  it  has  been  difficult  for  the  three  sanatoria 
to  keep  sufficient  help  to  do  their  work.  Those  faithful  em- 
ployees who  have  remained  at  their  post  deserve  thanks  and 
appreciation  of  the  state. 
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On  behalf  of  the  board  of  directors,  I  desire  to  express  to  the 
superintendent  and  his  staff  our  thanks  for  and  appreciation 
of  their  splendid  services  and  their  devotion  to  duty. 

The  members  of  the  board  have  been  most  cooperative  in  the 
full  discharge  of  their  responsibilities  and  I  desire  to  express 
to  them  my  thanks  and  gratitude  for  their  interest  in  and  de- 
votion to  the  work  in  which  we  are  all  engaged.

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REPORT  OF  THE   SUPERINTENDENT 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina  Sanatoria, 
Mr.  L.  L.  Gravely,  Chairman. 

Gentlemen: 

Reports  of  the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  and  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Sanatorium  for  the  biennium  ending  June  30,  1944,  and 
of  the  Eastern  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  for  that  portion  of  the 
biennium  following  its  opening  on  January  15,  1943,  are  enclosed 
herewith.  At  the  outset  I  wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  and  my 
deep  appreciation  to  Dr.  S.  M.  Bittinger  and  to  Dr.  H.  F.  Easom,  asso- 
ciate superintendents  and  medical  directors,  respectively,  of  the  West- 
ern and  of  the  Eastern  N.  C.  Sanatorium,  and  to  Dr.  C.  D.  Thomas, 
associate  superintendent  and  associate  medical  director  of  the  N.  C. 
Sanatorium,  for  bearing  the  burden  of  the  work  at  the  three  Sanatoria, 
for  their  loyalty  and  their  hearty  cooperation.  The  reports  of  the 
Western  and  of  the  Eastern  Sanatoria  were  prepared  respectively  by 
Dr.  Bittinger  and  by  Dr.  Easom. 

Financial   Returns   as   Well   as   Human   Value   Benefits   from 
Tuberculosis  Control 

During  and  following  periods  of  war  there  has  almost  always  been 
a  rise  in  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis.  Increases  are  already  being 
reported  in  the  death  rate  .from  tuberculosis  since  World  War  II  began 
in  a  number  of  other  countries  and  also  in  some  sections  of  the  United 
States.  To  our  great  gratification,  however,  there  has  been  during  the 
last  biennium  a  more  marked  reduction  in  the  death  rate  from  tuber- 
culosis in  North  Carolina  than  during  any  similar  period  in  recent 
years.  In  1941  the  mortality  rate  was  49  and  in  1943  it  was  40.1  per 
100,000.  There  were  only  1,459  deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  North 
Carolina  in  1943  as  compared  to  1,769  in  1941.  The  first  year  accurate 
statistics  on  the  mortality  from  tuberculosis  in  North  Carolina  were 
available  was  1915.  Had  the  1915  rate  of  156.4  per  100,000  still  ob- 
tained there  would  have  been  5,690  deaths  last  year  instead  of  1,459. 
This  means  an  annual  saving  of  4,296  lives.  At  the  conservative  esti- 
mate of  $3,000  as  the  cost  to  the  state  for  each  person  who  dies  from 
tuberculosis  this  represents  an  annual  saving  of  $12,693,000. 

The  Opening  of  the  Eastern  N.  C.  Sanatorium 

There  was  some  delay  in  the  opening  of  the  Eastern  N.  C.  Sana- 
torium after  its  dedication  on  September  23,  1942,  due  to  our  inability 
to  secure  some  of  the  necessary  equipment.  On  January  15,  1943,  the 
institution  received  its  first  patient.  Approximately  50  patients  at  the 
N.  C.  Sanatorium  from  the  northeast  portion  of  the  state  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  new  Eastern  Sanatorium.  The  institution  soon  filled  up 
and  all  three  institutions  still  have  long  waiting  lists.  The  capacity 
of  the  present  unit  at  the  Extern  N.  C.  Sanatorium,  220,  is  reduced  to 
190  because  it  is  necessary  to  house  the  nurses  and  other  female  em- 
ployees in  portions  of  the  hospital  intended  for  patients.    As  soon  as 
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building  materials  become  available  we  hope  that  we  will  be  permitted 
to  round  out  the  capacity  of  the  new  institution  to  440  beds  and  also 
build  homes  for  both  white  and  colored  nurses. 

County  Sanatoria 

In  1942  the  Red  Cross  Sanatorium  at  Wilmington,  after  being  in 
continuous  operation  for  thirty-six  years,  had  to  close  because  a  large 
bomber  field  was  located  so  close  to  the  institution  that  the  patients 
could  get  no  rest.  Strenuous  efforts  were  made,  without  avail,  to  get 
federal  aid  and  also  permission  to  secure  materials  to  build  at  a  new 
location.  This  meant  a  loss  in  the  state  of  40  beds  for  tuberculosis. 
This  loss  was  offset  by  the  opening  of  the  Durham  County  Sanatorium 
with  56  beds  and  of  the  Wayne  County  Sanatorium  with  16  beds.  The 
Durham  county  institution  is  a  modern  fireproof  building  with  excel- 
lent x-ray  and  other  equipment.  It  is  hoped  that  after  the  war  a  number 
of  the  other  larger  counties  will  build  county  sanatoria,  either  jointly 
or  in  combination  with  one  or  more  other  counties,  and  help  bring 
the  number  of  beds  for  tuberculous  patients  in  the  state  up  to  the 
minimum  recommended  of  two  per  death. 

The  Extension  Department 

In  spite  of  our  losing  all  four  of  our  clinic  physicians  we  have  made 
a  strenuous  effort  to  continue  our  diagnostic  assistance  to  physicians 
and  our  educational  work  among  the  people  of  the  state.  All  three  of 
the  state  sanatoria  have  continued  their  outside  diagnostic  clinics.  In 
addition  the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  staff  have  made,  developed 
and  interpreted  11,286  x-ray  films  in  cooperation  with  county  health 
departments  during  the  biennium,  and  the  three  sanatoria  have  inter- 
preted 17,402  chest  x-ray  films  sent  in  by  both  health  officers  and 
private  physicians  over  the  state. 

County   Health   Department   Fluoroscopic    Clinics 

Most  of  the  county  and  district  health  officers  who  have  not  already 
had  training  in  chest  fluoroscopy  have  spent  two  weeks  or  more  as 
guests  of  the  N.  C.  Sanatorium  while  taking  intensive  courses  in  chest 
fluoroscopy.  Sixty-five  out  of  the  eighty-five  county  and  district  health 
departments  now  have  fluoroscopes  and  are  conducting  regular  chest 
clinics.  Most  of  them  also  have  facilities  for  making  x-ray  films  on  their 
suspicious  and  positive  cases.  Many  early  cases  are  discovered  through 
these  clinics. 

Service  Rejectees 

The  State  Selective  Service  has  been  sending  the  x-ray  films  of  all 
registrants  rejected  on  account  of  tuberculosis  to  the  N.  C.  Sanatorium. 
These  films-  are  interpreted  and  copies  of  the  report  with  recommenda- 
tions as  to  the  disposition  of  each  case  are  sent  to  the  local  health  offi- 
cer and  to  the  local  draft  board.  Approximately  one  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  examined  are  rejected  on  account  of  tuberculosis  and 
approximately  one-third  of  this  number  are  found  to  have  active  tuber- 
culosis.  Fortunately,  the  great  majority  of  these  are  in  the  early  stage. 
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A  great  many  of  these  patients  have  been  treated  at  the  three  sanatoria 
and  many  of  them  are  already  well  enough  to  go  back  to  work. 

The  Department  of  Industrial  Hygiene  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
working  lately  alone  and  formerly  in  cooperation  with  the  U.S.  Public 
Health  Service,  has  made  x-ray  chest  films  of  several  thousand  indus- 
trial workers  and  has  discovered  several  cases  of  tuberbulosis,  most 
of  them  in  the  early  stage.  It  is  hoped  that  arrangements  can  be  made 
for  a  considerable  expansion  of  this  work. 

The  passage  this  summer  of  the  tuberculosis  control  bill,  making 
provision  for  $10,000,000  for  tuberculosis  control  in  the  United  States 
to  be  spent  under  the  supervision  of  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service, 
gives  promise  of  vast  possibilities  in  the  expansion  of  both  diagnostic 
and  therapeutic  facilities  for  tuberculosis  control.  It  is  understood 
large  sums  will  be  available  for  each  state  under  plans  to  be  approved 
by  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  for  construction,  maintenance  and 
diagnosis. 

Many  Staff  and  Employee  Changes 

There  have  been  many  changes  during  the  biennium  both  among  our 
professional  staff  and  other  employees.  The  low  scale  of  salaries  for 
Sanatorium  physicians  has  been  responsible  for  a  number  of  our  staff 
physicians  going  into  private  practice.  This  has  made  it  necessary  for 
the  physicians  who  have  remained  to  do  much  overtime  work.  The 
fabulous  salaries  paid  by  war  plants  and  elsewhere  have  also  made 
it  difficult  for  all  three  sanatoria  to  keep  sufficient  help  to  carry  on. 
We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  those  faithful  employees  who 
have  remained  at  their  posts  and  we  want  to  assure  them  that  they 
will  not  want  for  jobs  in  the  future,  no  matter  how  scarce  jobs  may 
become. 

It  has  been  very  difficult  to  secure  and  to  keep  a  sufficient  number 
of  nurses — graduate,  pupil  or  practical.  We  are  especially  indebted  to 
Miss  Eula  Rackley  and  to  Miss  Nelle  Smith,  our  most  efficient  super- 
intendents of  nurses  at  N.  C.  Sanatorium  and  at  the  Eastern  N.  C.  Sana- 
torium, and  to  Miss  Sadie  Whitley,  the  newly  elected  superintendent 
of  nurses  at  the  Western  N.  C.  Sanatorium,  for  their  tireless  efforts  to 
see  that  the  patients  received  the  necessary  nursing  service.  Fortu- 
nately they  have  been  able  to  secure  a  number  of  ex-patients  both  as 
practical  nurses  and  as  orderlies. 

We  especially  regret  to  report  that  Mrs.  Carrie  E.  Broadfoot,  who  had 
been  the  most  efficient  superintendent  of  nurses  at  our  Negro  division, 
had  a  paralytic  stroke  in  March  1943  and  was  forced  to  give  up  her 
work.  She  went  to  Boston  to  live  with  her  sisters  and  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  her  health  continues  poor. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  many  kind  friends  who 
have  made  generous  donations  of  various  kinds  to  the  three  institutions, 
a  separate  list  of  which  will  be  found  under  the  report  of  each  insti- 
tution. 

I  wish  especially  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  all  the  members 
of  the  board  of  directors  for  their  loyal  support  and  guidance.  I  wish 
especially  also  to  express  the  profound  appreciation  of  both  Mrs.  McCain 
and  myself  to  the  members  of  the  board,  to  the  members  of  the  whole 
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staffs  of  the  three  institutions,  to  the  patients  and  to  the  many  kind 
friends  for  the  splendid  dinner  with  which  you  honored  us  and  the 
many  splendid  gifts  which  you  bestowed  on  us  on  the  occasion  of  our 
thirtieth  anniversary  here  at  the  Sanatorium.

Dear  Mr.  Blanton: 

I  submit  herewith  the  biennial  report  of  the  North  Carolina  Ortho- 
pedic Hospital  for  the  period  ending  June  30,  1944. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  period,  July  1,  1942,  there  were  162  patients 
in  the  hospital;  705  have  been  admitted  and  the  biennium  closed  with 
162.  The  daily  average  of  occupancy  in  1942-43  was  156,  and  in  1943-44 
it  was  145.  The  average  daily  occupancy  was  cut  down  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  1943-44  to  145  beds  because  of  the  inability  to  secure 
help.  The  admission  ward  was  closed  entirely  and  the  children  sent 
directly  to  the  other  wards  on  admission.  We  have  continued  to  have 
a  high  rate  of  occupancy  for  the  available  beds  and  this  has  been  made 
possible  through  a  correspondence  system  controlling  the  admissions 
and  dismissals,  which  is  carried  on  by  the  office  of  the  hospital  directly 
with  the  families  of  patients  and  with  the  county  welfare  and  health 
officers.  The  cooperation  and  help  of  these  county  officers  cannot  be 
too  highly  commended.  Having  no  field  service  for  either  the  pre- 
liminary work  of  locating  cases  and  arranging  for  examination  and 
transportation  or  the  follow-up  of  supervising  and  returning  the  chil- 
dren at  required  intervals  to  the  clinic,  the  hospital  is  dependent  on 
the  counties  and  they  have  rendered  inestimable  service.  In  conse- 
quence the  cases  are  brought  under  care  early  enough  to  make  recov- 
ery or  definite  improvement  more  promising  and  are  supervised  over 
the  long  periods — in  many  instances  for  years — necessary  for  ortho- 
pedic cases. 

The  hospital  is  supported  entirely  by  public  funds  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  and  admits  children  of  indigent  parents  under  sixteen 
years  of  age  free  of  charge,  except  for  shoes,  braces  and  tonsil  opera- 
tions which  is  either  taken  care  of  by  the  parents  or  the  county  from 
which  a  child  is  admitted.  All  cases  are  examined  in  one  of  the  two 
clinics,  one  at  the  hospital  in  Gastonia,  and  the  other  at  Goldsboro. 
If  in  the  opinion  of  the  surgeon,  the  child  can  be  benefitted  by  hos- 
pitalization, the  name  is  placed  on  the  waiting  list  and  it  is  admitted 
in  turn.  Naturally,  there  are  cases  which  for  one  reason  or  another, 
require  either  immediate  treatment  or  preference  on  the  waiting  list. 
Many,  however,  are  treated  in  the  clinic  over  long  periods,  and  are 
not  admitted  to  the  hospital  at  all.  The  biennium  closed  with  92  white 
and  32  colored  children  on  the  waiting  list. 

Two  clinics  are  carried  on  by  this  organization.  One  is  held  at  the 
hospital  in  Gastonia  each  Tuesday  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  and  one  is 
conducted  at  Goldsboro  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month  for  the 
benefit  of  the  children  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state.  There  was  a 
total  of  5,946  visits  to  the  Gastonia  clinic — 971  of  these  being  new  cases. 
Total  visits  to  the  Goldsboro  clinic  were  2,327  with  574  new  cases.    At 
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these  clinics  examinations  were  made,  x-rays  taken,  and  old  cases 
observed.  Certain  treatments  and  minor  operations  were  performed, 
thereby  lessening  the  number  who  otherwise  would  have  required 
admission  to  the  hospital.  Two  hundred  and  forty-five  plaster  casts 
were  applied  in  the  two  clinics.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  decrease 
in  the  total  number  of  visits  over  the  last  biennium  and  a  decrease  in 
the  number  of  new  cases  at  both  clinics. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  1942-43  was  $1.93  and  for  1943-44  was  $2.31. 
While  these  figures  show  an  advance  in  cost  over  the  previous  biennium 
they  are  still  much  below  the  costs  of  other  institutions  of  the  kind 
throughout  the  country. 

A  year-round  school  is  maintained  through  the  regular  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction.  We  have  a  principle  and  nine  teachers.  A 
full-time  commercial  teacher  and  a  full-time  music  teacher  have  been 
added  during  the  past  biennium.  We  have  also  purchased  four  new 
typewriters  and  equipment  for  the  commercial  department.  All  high 
school  students  are  able  to  participate  in  the  commercial  course,  even 
though  they  are  bed  patients.  Two  teachers  besides  these  have  been 
added  to  facilitate  the  teaching  of  all  grammar  grade  and  high  school 
subjects.  The  total  number  of  books  in  the  school  library  has  been 
doubled.  This  has  been  made  possible  by  our  many  friends  throughout 
the  state.  We  feel  that  the  school  is  doing  exceptional  work  and  aids 
not  only  in  training  the  minds  of  our  children  but  also  in  giving  proper 
mental  and  emotional  background  for  the  best  possible  physical 
improvement. 

Much  is  done  for  the  entertainment  of  the  children.  The  "Childrens 
Fund"  is  made  up  from  small  cash  contributions  and  used  to  supply 
treats  at  different  times,  particularly  the  quarterly  birthday  party  for 
all  the  children  who  have  had  a  birthday  within  the  three  months. 
A  Boy  Scout  troop  is  sponsored  by  one  civic  group  and  another  has  been 
most  faithful  in  supplying  all  sorts  of  entertainment;  for  example,  the 
annual  watermelon  cutting,  Fourth  of  July  parties,  trips  to  selected 
movies,  the  county  fair,  circus  and  so  on.  A  really  beautiful  gift  from 
this  group  was  a  complete  set  of  "The  World  Book"  (children's  ency- 
clopedia). This  same  group  has  been  organized  as  donors  of  blood  for 
transfusions  and  have  responded  generously  whenever  called.  It  is  a 
very  great  help  to  have  these  men  at  hand  and  their  blood  typed  since 
the  children's  families  Often  live  in  a  distant  part  of  the  state.  Church 
groups  have  helped  with  other  parties  at  Valentine  Day  and  Easter; 
Junior  Red  Cross  societies  in  connection  with  public  schools  have  sent 
beautifully  made  small  toys  and  gifts,  and  other  generous  individuals 
have  arranged  entertainment,  sent  candy  and  other  things  for  holidays. 
The  Oasis  Shrine  of  Charlotte  has  for  many  years  supplied  the  gifts 
and  entertainment  for  the  grand  Christmas  party. 

The  work  of  the  WPA  sewing  room  was  discontinued  during  this 
biennium  and  it  worked  a  hardship  on  our  inadequately-staffed  sewing 
room.  This  was  overcome  by  the  formation  of  a  group  of  Red  Cross 
Grey  Ladies,  composed  of  interested  women  of  Gastonia.  They  have 
donated  many  hours  to  do  simple  sewing  and  mending.  This  work 
materially  aided  us  because  we  have  been  unable  to  hire  the  necessary 
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personnel  for  the  work.  The  Grey  Ladies  have  also  helped  in  the 
occupational  therapy  department  with  recreation  for  the  children. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  several  much-needed  permanent  im- 
provements have  been  completed  during  the  biennium  just  closed, 
among  which  was  renovation  of  the  operating  room  suite,  including  the 
installation  of  terrazzo  floors  on  the  hall,  work  room,  dental  room,  scrub 
room,  operation  room  and  recovery  room.  The  sterilizer  room  was 
tiled  and  new  water  sterilizers  installed.  This  gives  us  a  modern, 
convenient  and  easily  cared  for  unit.  Terrazzo  floors  were  also  installed 
in  the  halls  of  the  main  building  and  linoleum  block  floors  in  the  recep- 
tion room,  main  office,  business  office,  school  office  and  library.  The  com- 
pletion of  the  work  on  the  grounds  has  been  done  during  the  past 
biennium  with  the  exception  of  the  planting  of  grass  on  the  front 
lawn.  That  ground  is  still  in  the  process  of  improvement  and  we  hope 
during  this  biennium  it  will  be  ready  for  the  sewing  of  grass. 

I  wish  to  express  to  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  my  appre- 
ciation of  their  kindly  counsel  and  of  the  vital  interest  which  they  have 
shown  in  all  the  problems  of  this  institution.
